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FRENCH INDECISION 
The political 
virus of indecision, which 
has been coursing so long through the 
French b loodstream, has again laid low the 
government of France. 
Prem ier Laniel has fallen, after nearly a 
year in oiTice, a stout stretch as govern­ 
ments are measu red in postwar France. 
With its customary unerring accuracy , the 
French national assembly has precipitated 
this fall in a moment of crisis for France and 
the free world. 
No one needs to be told that this severely 
handicaps the negotiations of Foreign Minis­ 
ter Bidau lt at Geneva on the subject of an 
lndo-China truce. Nor that it badly serves 
the cause of French arms preparing to bat­ 
tle desperately for the Red River delta cen­ 
tering around Hanoi. 
Why did it happen? 
French parliamentary defeats, like Ameri­ 
can elections, are usually determined by a 
multiplicity cf issues. Laniels was no ex­ 
cept ion. 
But opposition to the European army 
project and dissatisfaction with the govern­ 
ment’s lndo-China policy — insofar as it 
could be discovered — obviously play ed a 
large part in his collapse. 
Russian Foreign Minister Molotov’s ruth­ 
less decision to exploit French weakness in 
lndo-China and drive the hardest possible 
tru ce b argain contrib u ted mightily. Pressed 
on all sides, Laniel wanted a truce. 
But 
Molotov has made French acceptance of one 
almost impossible, except at ruinous cost, 
Laniol’s position was perhaps not aided by 
the fa« t that France’s two chief allies, Brit­ 
ain and America, cou ld not see ey e to ey e at 
Geneva. American diplomats were bearish 
at all times on tru ce prospects, while Foreign 
Secretary Eden tried to practice old-fash­ 
ioned diplomacy on Molotov, with no success. 
A new French government can hardly im­ 
prove matters. None who opposed Laniel 
has come forth with any bright solutions. 
All the dilemmas are still there. 
Kvon the shock of a government falling in 
the midM of a genu ine military and diplo­ 
matic crisis does not seem to stir the French 
to think of constitu tional 
changes 
that 
wou ld introdu ce more stab ility into govern­ 
ment. They seem to take instab ility as the 
normal order of things. 
Unhappily, the rest 
of the free world can- 
net at this ju nctu re show the complacency 
ab ou t France that the French do. For the 
adverse tu rn of events in lndo-China has put 
the French at the very center of the strug­ 
gle against communism. 
If that Asiatic bastion falls to the Reds, 
w hat will b e erected in its place? This is the 
one great q u estion of the moment. If the 
flood across Southeast Asia is to be checked, 
America. France. Britain and others must 
find a new means of working together for 
the common defense of freedom. 
A change in government in Paris amid 
the search for these means is a tragic though 
not unexpected development. We must pray 
it will not prove fatal 
to the cause of liberty 
in the Asiatic lands where it still breathes. 


WOMAN’S RIGHTS 
The role that women play in our political 
ife, on the national, state and local level, 
prows greater every y ear. Women have held 
almost every elective office possible in the 
land except the very highest; several of 
them have served in presidential cabinets. It 
seems hard to believe that only twenty -three 
y ears ago the right of women to vote was 
written into our Constitution 
with the Nine­ 
teenth Amendment. 
The fight for suffrage was a long and bit­ 
ter one. J ust 8 1 y ears ago, on J une 18 , 18 7 3, 
Susan B. Anthony was tried and found guilty 
of voting illegally . She was fined one-hundred 
dollars and costs but her trial proved to be 
a vindication for her and her cause. The 
trial and the events which immediately pre­ 
ceded it dramatized the plight of women, 
who in her words, were reduced from the 
status of citizen to that of subject. 
Votes for women once provoked bitter | 
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TIIE IMMUNITY BILL 
Mu ch is made of the su perior methods of get­ 
ting at su b version and espionage in Great Britain 
and Canada. The fact is not b rou ght ou t that in 
those cou ntries althou gh a witness is warned that 
what he say« may b e u sed against him. he cannot 
plead the similar immu nities to the Fifth Amend­ 
ment as u sed in this cou ntry. The clau se in the 
Fifth Amendment reading: “nor shall (a person) 
b e compelled in any criminal case to b e a witness 
against himself,” cannot b e employed to safegu ard 
a person trom 
testifying against anyone else. 
The ob jective in cases of su b version and espion­ 
age is not so mu ch to pu nish the cu lprit as to 
discover the natu re and danger of the su b version 
and espionage. 
The McCarran Immu nity Bill seeks 
to rectify a defect in the Constitu tion arising from 
the natu re of ou r enemy who employs su b ver­ 
sion and infiltration as a techniq u e of war. Under 
this Bill, a person cou ld testify as to the facts 
concerning which he has knowledge withou t the 
peril of self-incrimination. 
Under its provisions, if a witness, testifying 
b efore a Congressional committee, claimed the 
Fifth Amendment, he cou ld b e granted immu nity, 
with the consent of the Attorney General or b y a 
majority of one hou se of Congress. The witness 
wou ld then b e directed to testify withou t peril to 
himself. This measu re wou ld aid many persons 
who were once involved in the Commu nist con­ 
spiracy b u t had b roken with it. They u su ally fear 
that if they testify tru thfu lly, they might incrim­ 
inate themselves, 
particu larly u nder the Smith 
Act. If a Congressional committee is more in­ 
terested in a man's knowledge than in "getting” 
him, the McCarran Immu nity Bill provides a way 
ou t of the dilemma for b oth the witness and the 
Congressional committee. 
The National Lawyers Gu ild is opposed to the 
! McCarran Immu nity Bill. This same organization is 
opposed to what it calls "McCarthyism." 
Are we 
to infer that the National Lawyers Gu ild wishes 
no investigation of su b version or espionage except 
b y su ch means as lead only to pu nishment of 
individu als b u t not to an exposu re of the natu re 
and design of the su b version and espionage which 
is more important? 
In its circu lar on th« ' su b ject, the Gu ild says: 
"There is no q u estic 1 that Congress can offer 
immu nity in exchange for information. Bu t this is 
very different from saying that if a witness refu ses 
to accept the offer 
of immu nity and will not tes- 
ttfy volu ntarily, he can constitutionally b e pu n­ 
ished for su ch refu sal ” 
Actu ally once th« > offer is made, in pu b lic, not 
as a coercive measu re b u t b y light of law, on 
what grou nds can the witness refu se to aid the 
United States in discovering the natu re of the 
su b version? The danger of self-incrimination has 
b een removed What then is the witness’ claim to 
silence? It can only b e that he is still within the 
conspiracy or that he prefers the 
conspiracy to 
the United States. 
The Gu ild fu rther says: 
"An immu nity statu te makes exoneration com­ 
plete —as far as Federal prosecu tion is concerned— 
and thu s more attractive to the ordinary criminal 
who, when su spected of a crime, is primarily in­ 
terested in escaping pu nishment for it. To su ch 
criminals the chance to testify in retu rn for im­ 
mu nity might b e welcomed.” 
As regards tho ordinary criminal this wou ld 
b e correct if a Congressional su b committee, at a 
hearing with one memb er constitu ting a q u oru m, 
cou ld grant su ch immu nity. Bu t this is impossib le 
u nder the McCarran Immu nity Bill. The immu nity 
can only b e grant« d with the consent of the Attor­ 
ney General or b y a majority of the fu ll Senate 
or the Hou se of Representatives. Thu s complete 
pu b licity is availab le; nothing can b e done in se­ 
cret or b y corru ption. 
This Bill actu ally wou ld make it possib le for 
many Px-Commu nists and others who had made a 
record b y a b ru sh at su b version or espionage to 
"cieai” themselves and to help their 
government 
withou t fear of personal involvement. 
The real ob jection of the Gu ild is to the so- 
called informer. The word, informer, has an u gly 
connotation and when it is u sed, the intention is 
to hu miliate. Has any citizen the right, in a time 
when ou r cou ntry is in peril, to refu se to give to 
his government whatever 
information he has?

That Body of Yours

THE HEART ATTACK 
How often do we hear of friends or acq u ain­ 
tances having had 
a "heart attack”? 
The very 
words fill u s with anxiety althou gh these symp­ 
toms may b e cau sed b y many conditions other than 
heart disease itself. In fact, the term "heart attack” 
has no precise or exact 
meaning in medical lan­ 
gu age b u t is u s« d in the part of the general pu b lic 
io apply to any su dden 
or u nexpected symptoms 
taking place in the chest in the region of the heart. 
The words "heart attack” may thu s b e u sed to de­ 
scrib e su dden pain, su dden palpitation, su dden weak- 
ness or taint ness, su dden distress in b reathing, su d­ 
den b lackou t, or su dden death. It is the u nexpected­ 
ness and the su ddenness which really frightens the 
patient. 
Let u s first consider the ab ove symptoms in 
term s of actu al heart disease. For instance, su dden 
pain in the chest may b e du e to angina pectoris, 
heart failu re, or coronary thromb osis (formation of 
a clot in the b lood vessels su pplying the heart). 
Su dden palpitations may occu r in any distu rb ance 
of the rhythm of the heart b eat; this distu rb ance 
of heart b eat also occu rs in anxiety states. Su dden 
u nconsciou sness or b lackou ts may appear in heart 
failu re, stoppage or clot in an artery su pplying 
b lood to the b rain (cereb ral emb olism), su dden fall 
in b lood pressu re, or shock. Su dden death may oc­ 
cu r in coronary thromb osis, cereb ral hemorrhage, 
shock, and other conditions, of cou rse. 
On the other hand what is sometimes called a 
heart attack may tu rn ou t to b e du e to shingles, 
pleu risy, asthma, a gall stone, a spasm of the 
stomach near the heart, an u lcer of the stomach or 
esophagu s, arthritis or b u rsitis of the shou lder, in­ 
tercostal neu ralgia (pain in the nerves b etween the 
rib s» , anxiety state, and others. 
What shou ld we learn from the ab ove regard­ 
ing heart attacks? Chest distress in one who has 
not b efore had su ch symptoms shou ld cau se him 
to sc« ' a physician immediately and have an ex­ 
hau stive examination b u t he shou ld not b e too anx­ 
iou s u ntil it is definitely proved that the symptoms 
are du e to a diseased heart. And even if it does 
prove to b e a lorm of heart disease, modern meth­ 
ods of treatm ent are su ch that he will likely have 
many u sefu l years ahead of him if he will follow 
his doctor’s advice and treatm ent. 
On the other hand, when su ch symptoms occu r 
in a person who has already b een told he has heart 
disease, these symptoms shou ld b e regarded as 
most likely b eing fu rther attack of his disease and 
b e so treated.

Bürden Has Raised ‘Concrete Queslions' 
Regarding Dr. J . Robert Oppenheimer

Energy Commission ip order to 
determine if the noted scientist 
cou ld b e given clearance or shou ld 
b e denied it as a "secu rity risk.” 
From Janu ary, 19 49 , u ntil Ju ne 
1, 19 53, Mr. Borden, now an as­ 
sistant 
to 
the manager of the 
Westinghou se Company's atomic 
power division, was the execu tive 
director of the Joint Congression­ 
al Committee on Atomic Energy. 
A man with a b rilliant war serv­ 
ice as an Army pilot and a fine 
record as a law school gradu ate, 
Mr. 
Borden 
had 
the complete 
confidence of the late Sen. Mc­ 
Mahon, Democrat, of Connecticu t, 
who was chairman of the Joint 
Congressional 
C o m m i t t e e on 
Atomic Energy. 
After many years of reading of 
the classified information and evi­ 
dence to which he had had access 
while in the government, Mr. Bor­ 
den endeavored to assess the de­ 
gree of likelihood as to "whether 
he (Oppenheimer) b ecame an ac­ 
tu al espionage and policy instru ­ 
ment of the Soviets.” 
Mr. Bor­ 
den’s conclu sion was this: "My 
opinion is that, more prob ab ly 
than not, the worst is in fact the 
tru th.” 
Since that letter was w ritten a 
specia l b oard headed b y Dr. Gor­ 
don Gray, now president of the 


ed, and b ecau se it involved a close 
friend whom he wanted to pro­ 
tect. Dr. Oppenheimer failed to 
report the facts promptly to his 
government, and even five months 
later did not tell the whole story, 
despite the u rgent pleas of the 
secu rity officer of the Army. The 
scientist two months later, u nder 
pressu re, finally disclosed what he 
knew to Gen. Groves, head of the 
atomic b omb project. Then Dr. 
Oppenheimer confessed that what 
he previou sly had told the secu r­ 
ity officer was a lie. Lawyers say 
this constitu tes a felony u nder 
Federal 
law. 
Dr. 
Oppenheimer 
claims now he was an "idiot” to 
do what he did, and it is plain 
that the secu rity clearance he got 
in 19 47 in spite of all this derog­ 
atory 
information 
was 
given 
largely for expediency reasons, 
that is, Gen. Groves felt he was 
so valu ab le to the atomic energy 
project he shou ld b e given the 
b enefit of the dou b t. Inside the 
government it was conceded at 
the time that Dr. Oppenheimer 
cou ldn’t have gotten clearance on 
a military secu rity b asis alone 
and that the FBI director also 
had "reservations.”

FRENCH INDECISION 
The political virus of indecision, which 
has been coursing so long through the 
French bloodstream, has again laid low the 
government of France. 
Premier Laniel has fallen, after nearly a 
year in office, a stout stretch as govern­ 
ments are measured in postwar France. 
With its customary unerring accuracy, the 
French national assembly has precipitated 
this fall in a moment of crisis for France and 
the free world. 
No one needs to be told that this severely 
handicaps the negotiations of Foreign Minis­ 
ter Bidault at Geneva on the subject of an 
Indo-China truce. Nor that it badly serves 
the cause of French arms preparing to bat­ 
tle desperately for the Red River delta cen­ 
tering around Hanoi. 
Why did it happen? 
French parliamentary defeats, like Ameri­ 
can elections, are usually determined by a 
multiplicity of issues. Laniel’s was no ex­ 
ception. 
But opposition to the European army 
project and dissatisfaction with the govern­ 
ment’s Indo-China policy — insofar as it 
could be discovered — obviously played a 
large part in his collapse. 
Russian Foreign Minister Molotov’s ruth­ 
less decision to exploit French weakness in 
Indo-China and drive the hardest possible 
truce bargain contributed mightily. Pressed 
on all sides, Laniel wanted a truce. But 
Molotov has made French acceptance of one 
almost impossible, except at ruinous cost, 
Laniel’s position was perhaps not aided by 
the fact that France’s two chief allies, Brit­ 
ain and America, could not see eye to eye at 
Geneva. American diplomats were bearish 
at all times on truce prospects, while Foreign 
Secretary Fden tried to practice old-fash­ 
ioned diplomacy on Molotov, with no success. 
A new French government can hardly im­ 
prove matters. None who opposed Laniel 
has come forth with any bright solutions. 
All the dilemmas are still there. 
Even the shock of a government falling in 
the midst of a genuine military and diplo­ 
matic crisis does not seem to stir the French 
to think of constitutional changes that 
would introduce more stability into govern­ 
ment. They seem to take instability as the 
normal order of things. 
Unhappily, the rest of the free world can­ 
not at this juncture show the complacency 
about France that the French do. For the 
adverse turn of events in Indo-China has put 
the French at the very center of the strug­ 
gle against communism. 
If that Asiatic bastion falls to the Reds, 
what will be erected in its place? This is the 
one great question of the moment. If the 
flood across Southeast Asia is to be checked, 
America, France, Britain and others must 
find a new means of working together for 
the common defense of freedom. 
A change in government in Paris amid 
the search for these means is a tragic though 
not unexpected development. We must pray 
it will not prove fatal to the cause of liberty 
in the Asiatic lands where it still breathes.

THE IMMUNITY BILL 
Much is made of the superior methods of get­ 
ting at subversion and espionage in Great Britain 
and Canada. The fact is not brought out that in 
those countries although a witness is warned that 
what he says may be used against him, he cannot 
plead the similar immunities to the Fifth Amend­ 
ment as used in this country. The clause in the 
Fifth Amendment reading: “nor shall (a person) 
be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself,” cannot be employed to safeguard 
a person from testifying against anyone else. 
The objective in cases of subversion and espion­ 
age is not so much to punish the culprit as to 
discover the nature and danger of the subversion 
and espionage. The McCarran Immunity Bill seeks 
to rectify a defect in the Constitution arising from 
the nature of our enemy who employs subver­ 
sion and infiltration as a technique of war. Under 
this Bill, a person could testify as to the facts 
concerning which he has knowledge without the 
peril of self-incrimination. 
Under its provisions, if a witness, testifying 
before a Congressional committee, ciaimed the 
Fifth Amendment, he could be granted immunity, 
with the consent of the Attorney General or by a 
majority of one house of Congress. The witness 
would then be directed to testify without peril to 
himself. This measure would aid many persons 
who were once involved in the Communist con­ 
spiracy but had broken with it. They usually fear 
that if they testify truthfully, they might incrim­ 
inate themselves, particularly under the Smith 
Act. It a Congressional committee is more in­ 
terested in a man’s knowledge than in “getting” 
him, the McCarran Immunity Bill provides a way 
out of the dilemma for both the witness and the 
Congressional committee. 
The National Lawyers Guild is opposed to the 
McCarran Immunity Bill. This same organization is 
opposed to what it calls “McCarthyism.” Are we 
to infer that the National Lawyers Guild wishes 
no investigation of subversion or espionage except 
by such means as lead only to punishment of 
individuals but not to an exposure of the nature 
and design of the subversion and espionage which 
is more important? 
In its circular on the subject, the Guild says; 
“There is no question that Congress can offer 
immunity in exchange for information. But this is 
very different from saying that if a witness refuses 
to accept the offer of immunity and will not tes­ 
tify voluntarily, he can constitutionally be pun­ 
ished for such refusal.” 
Actually once the offer is made, in public, not 
as a coercive measure but by right of law, on 
what grounds can the witness reifuse to aid the 
United States in discovering the nature of the 
subversion? The danger of self-incrimination has 
been removed. What then is the witness’ claim to 
silence? It can only be that he is still within the 
conspiracy or that he prefers the conspiracy to 
the United States. 
The Guild further says: 
“An immunity statute makes exoneration com­ 
plete—as far as Federal prosecution is concerned— 
and thus more attractive to the ordinary criminal 
who, when suspected of a crime, is primarily in­ 
terested in escaping punishment for it. To such 
criminals the chance to testify in return for im­ 
munity might be welcomed.” 
As regards the ordinary criminal this would 
be correct if a Congressional subcommittee, at a 
hearing with one member constituting a quorum, 
could grant such immunity. But this is impossible 
under the McCarran Immunity Bill. The immunity 
can only be granted with the consent of the Attor­ 
ney General or by a majority of the full Senate 
or the House of Representatives. Thus complete 
publicity is available; nothing can be done in se­ 
cret or by corruption. 
This Bill actually would make it possible for 
many ex-Communists and others who had made a 
record by a brush at subversión or espionage to 
“clear” themselves and to help their government 
without fear of personal involvement. 
The^ real objection of the Guild is to the so- 
called informer. The word, informer, has an ugly 
connotation and when it is used, the intention is 
to humiliate. Has any citizen the right, in a time 
when our country is in peril, to refuse to give to 
his government whatever information he has?

THE HEART ATTACK 
How often do we hear of friends or acquain­ 
tances having had a “heart attack"? 
The very 
words fill us with anxiety although these symp­ 
toms may be caused by many conditions other than 
heart disease itself. In fact, the term “heart attack” 
has no precise or exact meaning in medical lan­ 
guage but is used in the part of the general public 
to apply to any sudden or unexpected symptoms 
taking place in the chest in the region of the heart. 
The words “heart attack” may thus be used to de­ 
scribe sudden pain, sudden palpitation, sudden weak­ 
ness or faintness, sudden distress in breathing, sud­ 
den blackout, or sudden death. It is the unexpected* 
ness and the suddenness which really frightens the 
patient. 
Let us first consider the above symptoms in 
terms of actual heart disease. For instance, sudden 
pain in the chest may be due to angina pectoris, 
heart failure, or coronary thrombosis (formation of 
a clot in the blood vessels supplying the heart). 
Sudden palpitations may occur in any disturbance 
of the rhythm of the heart beat; this disturbance 
of heart beat also occurs in anxiety states. Sudden 
unconsciousness or blackouts may appear in heart 
failure, stoppage or clot in an artery supplying 
blood to the brain (cerebral embolism), sudden fall 
in blood pressure, or shock. Sudden death may oc­ 
cur in coronary thrombosis, cerebral hemorrhage, 
shock, and other conditions, of course. 
On the other hand what is sometimes called a 
heart attack may turn out to be due to shingles, 
pleurisy, asthma, a gall stone, a spasm of the 
stomach near the heart, an ulcer of the stomach or 
esophagus, arthritis or bursitis of the shoulder, in­ 
tercostal neuralgia (pain in the nerves between the 
ribs», anxiety state, and others. 
What should we learn from the above regard­ 
ing heart attacks? Chest distress in one who has 
not before had such symptoms should cause him 
to see a physician immediately and have an ex­ 
haustive examination but he should not be too anx­ 
ious until it is definitely proved that the symptoms 
are due to a diseased heart. And even if it does 
prove to be a form of heart disease, modern meth­ 
ods of treatment are such that he will likely have 
many useful years ahead of him if he will*follow 
his doctor’s advice and treatment. 
On the other hand, when such symptoms occur 
in a person who has already been told he has heart 
disease, these symptoms should be regarded as 
most likely being further attack of his disease and 
be so treated.

“During the landings a copy of 
our battle plan was washed over­ 
board and floated to a section of 
the beach held by the Germans,” 
he said. 
“They recovered it. Here they 
had a document giving the actual 
battle 
lineup 
of 
our 
invasion 
forces — an 
intelligence 
agent’s j 
dream. But the document was so 
complete 
and d e t a i l e d 
they 
thought it must be a trick to fool 
them, and they failed to act on 
it.” 
American staff officers had ex­ 
pected 35,000 casualties in the 
first few days of the invasion. 
“Actually we had fewer—about 
28,000,” said Dickson. “But had 
the enemy accepted on its face 
value this battle plan that had ac­ 
cidentally fallen into their hands, 
they could have quickly moved 
reinforcements down from Calais, 
and I ’d hate to think about the 
result. * 
“But they couldn’t believe their 
own good luck. They were afraid 
it was a trap.” 
T hat’s always the problem, in 
war or peace—what can a man 
believe?

French Empire Totters 
On Two Sides of World 


SWEETIE PIE

opposition beat fiercely against 
the empire F'runce built on two 
sides of the world. Indochina is 
all but adrift, and North Africa 
is shaken by the waves of nation- 
alism.

This is the first of a series 
of articles this week in which 
he portrays the tottering empire 
—and how it weakened.)

Tunis (.P*—Nguyen Nguoc toils 
in an Indochina rice field. 
Mohammed Aly herds goats in 
Morocco. 
Political turm oil swirls about 
these peasants at outposts of the 
French 
empire, 
but 
it 
means 
nothing to them. They are illite­ 
rate and care little who rules 
them. They want to be left in 
peace to eke out a living the way 
their forefathers did for ages be­ 
fore them. 
They are in the vast m ajority. 
In contrast is an educated crust 
—men like Habib Bourguiba of 
Tunisia, Mohammed Kiouane of 
Algeria and Allal El* Fassi of 
Morocco. These are nationalist 
leaders 
dedicated 
to 
driving 
French political domination out 
of North Africa. It is ironic th at 
France educated them. 
Owes Education to France 
Even Ho Chi Minh, Communist 
leader who seized the nationalist 
movement 
in 
Indochina, 
owes 
much of his education to France. 
Once 
native 
leaders 
looked 
upon the French as miracle work­ 
ers. France was strong and prom ­ 
ised them a better way of life. 
The destruction of French gran­ 
deur in the wake of two world 
wars 
produced 
cracks 
in 
the 
French 
empire 
that 
are 
still 
widening. Indochina is slipping 
away in the east. A new Indo­ 
china-like problem, this one in 
North Africa, is brewing. 
In today’s world of swift com­ 
munications, propaganda, subver­ 
sion and rising nationalism, the 
methods of a half century ago, 
when France was at the height of 
her power, do not suffice. 
“Force no longer frightens us,” 
a North African Nationalist told 
me. “The French mass their troops 
and play the Marseillaise to im­ 
press us with their glory and their 
power, but we are no longer im­ 
pressed.” 
The misfortune of France is 
this; It displays less and less 
ability to cope with the complex 
problem of defending its impor­ 
tant position in today’s world. 
Misfortune of People 
The misfortune of the people of 
the French Union who aspire to 
national 
independence 
is 
this: 
They are subject to being used by 
outside forces. No m atter how 
just their aspirations sound to j 
sympathetic ears in the W est, | 
their future is bound up with the 
struggle of western civilization for 
survival. 
Political 
instability in 
areas im portant to defense is an 
expensive luxury from the W est’s 
point of view. 
France's splintered politics, the 
tug and pull of ancient fears and 
prejudices, the faithful service to 
Moscow by Communists in P a r is - 
all these have served to delay 
western defense plans so much 
th at the European Defense Com­ 
munity mav never come to pass 
with the unity in which it was 
conceived. 
Moscow Plays Skillfully 
Moscow plays with French poli­ 
tics skillfully. In Geneva, Soviet 
Foreign M inister Molotov made a 
tough, unbending speech, and the 
French government fell, to be suc­ 
ceeded by another likely more will­ 
ing to appease its way out of dif­ 
ficulties. 
Many French politicians, ears 
attuned to grass roots weariness 
from eight years of w arfare in 
Southeast Ahia, announced them ­ 
selves willing to write off Indo- 
\ china. “Let’s make the best of it” 
‘ became the slogan. 
How did it all come to pass? 
France consolidated her empire 
at the height of her power and 
glory. After her defeat by Prussia 
in 1870, France was determined 
to show the world she would be a 
world power. She pinned down 
her authority in the F ar East. She 
turned to North Africa and made 
Tunisia a protectorate. She moved 
into Morocco and by 1912 estab­ 
lished her authority. 
French Brought Prosperity 
The 
show 
was 
impressive. 
France put an end to tribal w ar­ 
fare, built roads, harbors, indus­ 
tries, 
great 
white 
cities. 
She 
brought health and hygiene so 
th at local populations now are 
more 
than 
doubled. 
She 
even 
brought education, though belat­ 
edly and to a relative few. Native 
leaders looked up to the French 
as wonder workers, miracle men 
who 
could 
make 
a 
wilderness 
flourish and even make native 
leaders richer. 
French prestige remained little 
damaged in the eyes ot such peo­ 
ple until France lay prostrate at 
H itler’s feet. The allies’ slogan of 
“self-determ ination,” 
an expres­ 
sion of conscience amid a w ar for 
survival, found attentive ears in 
colonial areas. There was little 
discussion 
then 
whether 
such 
areas were ready for self rule. 
Sweep of Red Power 
The 
postwar 
period 
brought 
further splintering of French po­ 


litical factions, rising Communist 
power in metropolitan France, in­ 
decision in Paris, coincident with 
the growing tide of nationalism. 
In the east, the sweep of Red 
power perm itted communism to 
capture 
the 
nationalist 
move­ 
ment. 
In North Africa, the rise 
of the Arab League gave the once 
tiny nationalist 
force the idea 
that hundreds of millions of Arabs 
backed its aspirations. 
Concessions might have satis­ 
fied Nationalist demands—partic­ 
ularly the demands of moderate 
who admitted they would need 
French help for a long time to 
come. 
But few political conces­ 
sions were forthcoming ,and the 
number of moderate grew less. 
Crisis After Crisis 
Today France moves from cri­ 
sis to crisis. 
The French found 
that 
weapons, 
no m atter 
how 
modern, and soldiers, no m atter 
how numerous, were not enough. 
It was impossible to bomb an ide­ 
ology. 
In Indochina, the French re­ 
treated into their Maginot Line 
idea, defending what they thought 
they could and fighting against a 
steady attrition of harassment. 
When the enemy decided to come 
into the open and fight, it was on 
his terms. 
France lost a great 
battle at Dien Bien Phu. 
The 
tide wás running against her. Po­ 
litically she had nothing to fill the 
vacuum. 
The only native organ­ 
ization was Communist-controlled. 
France had perm itted no effec­ 
tive 
political 
organization 
to 
counter it. 
Today a large section of French 
opinion hopes to salvage the rest 
of the Union. 
Businessmen quiet­ 
ly withdrew from Indochina, first 
hopefully setting themselves up in 
N orth Africa, and then, seeing 
there, too, the seeds of trouble, 
shifting to the more solidly held 
section of the empire in West 
Africa. 
Once again a 
pattern 
takes 
shape. 
In Tunisia a “liberation 
arm y” already is in being. 
One 
cannot say for sure how nation­ 
alist it is, just how much foreign 
influence is in it. 
But it requires 
only a small group of disciplined 
opportunists to change a nation­ 
alist movement into a Communist 
one. 
The world learned that in 
Indochina.

Sometimes I get letters from grandmothers of sp oiled little boys 
an*d girls that mak e me feel sad. Lik e the one that said: "Please w arn 
my dau ghter she’s sp oiling her child.

She think s we don’t lik e the 
child, whereas the tru th is he's a trou ble to everyone becau se she s 
afraid to say ‘No’ to him. Bu t if I tell her that she’s afraid of him, 
she acts as thou gh she doesn’t hear.

T hat’s when I get sad. For how can we exp ect Billy’s mother to re­

Psychiatrists have 
a 
word to describe w hat she does when Billy defies her. Ihey wou ld say 
she “p rojects” on him. 
W hat they mean is that she believes he feels all the angry resent­ 
ments she has felt when she was denied her own way. And that to act, 
toward Billy wou ld mean exp loding from him all the exp losive material 
that exists in her. 
H er action is p aralyzed, not becau se she wants it that way, ou t 
becau se all her exp erience in any self-assertfon has ended in defeat 
and loneliness and anger.

So if her m other wishes to p ersu ade her that it can end in victory 
and confidence, I have a su ggestion for her. 
I su ggest she bend all her love and energy into encou raging her 
dau ghter to say to her, “Mother, p lease mind j ou r own bu siness.” 
Why? Well, if this dau ghter once discovered that her self-assertion 
cou ld end, not in defeat, loneliness and anger, she might find the 
strength to assert herself again.

She might think : “If m other can tak e my resistance to her withou t 
attack ing me, maybe Billy cou ld too! Maybe if I remove this candy 
from him, in sp ite of his screams, he won’t p u nish and hu rt me ter­ 
ribly either.”

Why? Well, if this daughter once discovered that her self-assertion 
could end, not in defeat, loneliness and anger, she might find the 
strength to assert herself again. 
She might think: “If mother can take my resistance to her w ithout 
attacking me, maybe Billy could tool Maybe if I remove this candy 
from him, in spite of his screams, he won’t punish and hurt me ter­ 
ribly either.” 
But if Billy’s grandmother, flushed with outrage by her daughter’s 
self-assertion, flounces out of her house, crying, “This is the end!” then 
we know that, like Billy, she’s more interested in bullying than in 
helping. 
And we know how that daughter came to expect unimaginable dis­ 
aster if she resisted people who wanted their own way, regardless. 
We know why she’s learned to hide her resentment by giving in to 
them.
